A widely known astronaut and science fiction 
writer records the two-man expedition he 
and his partner Mike Wilson made to the 
Great Barrier Reef of Australia. His descrip- 
tions of the changing beauties of the coral 
reefs, pearl diving in the Torres Straits, and 
underwater encounters with octopuses, sharks, 
and turtles are liberally interspersed with 
accounts of land adventuring on the miserable 
roads and railways of Queensland, observa- 
tions on native customs, and notes about 
Australian history. A highly personal, often 
humorous account which brings an enthusi- 
astic view of a new diving locale. To be 
illustrated with numerous photographs. 


Ross, Ishbel. Angel of the battlefield. 
Harper, $4. May 9. 

The author of Proud Kate (Book.uist 49:117, 
D 1 52) and Rebel Rose (Booxk.ist 50:389, 
Je 15 54) selects another feminine figure of 
the Civil War period for this latest of her 
skillful biographies. Clara Barton, whose 
name is synonymous with the American Red 
Cross, lacks the flamboyant qualities of her 
two companions in Miss Ross’s gallery, but 
she is nevertheless a compelling figure, im- 
mortalized here as a tiny, painfully shy spin- 
ster with a powerful conscience, defenseless 
on her own behalf, but indomitable in a hu- 
manitarian cause.

Curry, Peggy (Simson). So far from 
spring. Viking, $3.95. April. 

Ranch country in the Colorado Rockies in the 
early 1900’s is the scene for the story ol 
Kelsey Cameron. Kelsey comes from Scot- 
land with illusions of a fine new country 
where he can be independent; he finds the 
cattle country raw and rough and the people 
equally strange, but he stays because he still 
dreams of having his own cattle and ranch. 
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By the time he returns to Scotland for his 
wife and the daughter who was born out of 
wedlock during his absence, Kelsey is re- 
luctantly attracted to the woman ranch owner 
who employs him. His emotional conflict con- 
tinues through the years but he is faithful to 
his wife in spite of her shrewish temperament. 
The characters, the country, and the ranching 
life are developed and described realistically 
and with a depth unusual in stories of the 
West. 


Henriques, Robert David Quixano. Red 
over green. Viking, $3.95. April 13. 
Barry, a London solicitor, was one of those 
men entangled in their own confusions for 
whom war sometimes provides an opportunity 
for reassessment and a new start. Before 
hostilities started Barry joined the army to 
escape the mess he had’ made of life; though 
successful he felt like a failure; though adored 
by his fatally ill wife and his mistress, he 
betrayed the one and humiliated the other. 
Untractable throughout his training, Barry 
at last found his place in a commando unit, 
and in a desperate raid won the insight for a 
new beginning. Underplayed drama. 


Rama Rau, Santha. Remember the house. 
Harper, $3. April 16. 

Rich in social and political implications and 
cultural detail, and narrated in first person 
with a deceptive tone of actuality, a young 
Indian writer’s first novel is a subtly de- 
veloped illumination of the conflict between 
old and new in modern India. Enchanted with 
the idea of romantic love embodied by an 
American couple she has met in Bombay, 
Western-educated Baba at first refuses the 
matter-of-fact proposal of her suitor Hari. 
Only after experiencing a brief infatuation 
with a young schoolteacher in Malabar does 
she recognize the wisdom of her grandmother 
and accept a kind of love and a way of life 
which validate her conventional marriage to 


Hari. 


Stern, Gladys Bronwyn. For all we know. 
Macmillan, $3.50. Tentative date May 8. 


An involved but always absorbing story in a 
modern English setting searches out the an- 
swers to a friend’s puzzled query about Gil- 
lian Aylesford’s reasons for writing a family 
biography in which she barely mentioned its 
most colorful figure, Bettina Maitland. For 
the explanation the story spans Gillian’s life 
from adolescence to middle age, highlight- 
ing the instances in which Gillian was fas- 


cinated by the glamorous Bettina and wound- 
ed by her indifference, mainly because of 
all the family these two women were most 
alike. A tale of vividly real people, appealing 
in their imperfections.

Cinderella. Lotte Reininger. .)istributor: 
Contemporary Films. 1956. 10min. $50. 


With the grace of a minuet and the senti- 
mental charm of a lace valentine, animated 
silhouettes present the tale of Cinderella. 
Against a background of old-world scenes 
the delicate black figures in eighteenth- 
century dress move like dancers in slow 
motion to a pleasing musical score. Although 
produced several years ago in Germany by 
the well-known silhouette artist Lotte Rei- 
ninger, this film is only now released in the 
U.S. Especially welcome since there are no 
other acceptable short versions of Cinderella 
with which to meet the constant demand for 
fairy-tale films; its, timeless quality should 
give it a lasting place in any children’s 
collection.

An in- 
troductory survey which illustrates the im- 
portance of modern communication and serves 
to stimulate further investigation, particularly 
by teen-age boys.

A humorous animated cartoon dealing with 
America’s housing crisis, the need for slum 
prevention, and neighborhood conservation. 
The “Devil’s Emissary” (symbolical of citizen 
apathy) and John Q. Citizen come to grips 
when a pleasant, residential area deteriorates 
into a noisy, overcrowded slum. Mr. Citizen 
demonstrates what can be done to combat a 
national economic and social problem. He 
proves that slums can be abolished if Mr. 
and Mrs. Citizen are stirred to action. Particu- 
larly recommended for women’s clubs, civic 
organizations, and housing and redevelopment 
agencies, but should be of interest to all com- 
munity groups. May be borrowed free of 
charge, except for postage, for short-term 
use in the library. 


The public’s business. (What do you 
think? series) National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: McGraw-Hill. 1955. 
6min. $37.50. 

A teen-age committee is discussing the re- 
freshments for a party and the difficulties of 
the arrangements. One of the boys suggests 
that the committee let his employer, a caterer, 
take care of the whole thing. Later the boy 
boasts to his friend that getting this business 
will rate him a bonus. His friend questions 
his right to profit from the transaction and 
asks: Should he not consider himself a public 
servant and therefore is it ethical for him to 
accept a bonus? What is the “principle of the 
thing”? What do you think? These and other 
provocative questions are suggested to the 
viewers. Highly recommended for discussion 
groups. Another recommended film in this 
teen-age series is Getting what you’re after 
(1955. 6min. $37.50) which explores the ethics 
of job hunting and relates the case to other 
business practices. Provocative material for 
adult discussion groups also. 


Strike in town. National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: McGraw-Hill. 1955.

Step-by-step procedures in the negotiation 
of a new union contract in a furniture com- 
pany show the outlining of demands at the 
union meeting, the negotiation committee 
meeting with management, and the inability 
to come to an agreement. The union takes 
a strike vote, the company considers how far 
it can commit itself, but still no settlement 
is made. As the deadline for the strike 
approaches, the mayor calls in both sides in 


an effort to find a solution. At the last 
minute an agreement is reached and the 
strike is catled off. The issues are presented 
in human terms as a worker’s family divides 
on the strike issue or management is faced 
with the problem of business competition. A 
lively story of collective bargaining. Highly 
recommended for information and discussion.
